Nixon offers 
Wallace his 
hospital suite

WASHINGTON — President 
Nixon Tuesday offered George 
C. Wallace the presidential 
suite at Walter Reed A rmy 
Hospital for recuperating from 
his gunshot wounds, if the Ba- 
hama go'emor wants it. 

But the President said Wall- 
ace had told Mr. Nixon’s per- 
sonal physician, Dr. Walter 
Tkac\ that he might want to 
recuperate in Alabama. 

In that case, Mr. Nixon said, 
he would pro v ide an Air Force 
hospital plane, to fly Wallace 
to Ids home state. 

The President made his 4e- . 
marks at a new conference 
called to announce the resigna- 
tion of Treasury Sec. John B. 
Connally. 

mr. nixon said he had 
been in touch with Holy Cross 
Hospital in Silver Spring, Md., 
both Monday night and Tues- 
day morning, through Dr. Wil- 
liam Lukash, deputy White 
House physician. 

He said *e had notheing to 
add to medical bulletins al- 
ready made public, but com- ] 
mented: 

“All of us wish in this diffi 
cult time that the governor 
have the very best medical 
care and that he will recover 
from his wounds.” 

Mr. Nixon said Nicholas Zar . 
vos, the Secret Service agent 


injured in the w allace shoot- 
ing, has substantially im- 
proved. He said there was a 
better than even chance that 
Zarvos, who was shot in t h e 
throat, would suffer no per- 
manent damage to his voice 
box. 

I’ll hit trail 
for Wallace 
-Maddox 

ATLANTA (UPI) — Declar- 
ing that “his cause is my 
cause,” Georgia LL Gov. Les- 
ter Maddox offered Tuesday to 
put aside personal and public 
affairs and hit the campaign ‘ 
trail for Alabama Gov.
